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M/ft: Meeting between Mr* Allen Dulles and Dr* 3RUECKNER 

At 1010 on 12 June 1956 intro- 
duced Dr. 3KUECKNER to Kr. Dulles in the latter *s oiixce in the 
Administration Building* No other persons were present. 



Mr* Dulles said that he hoped BRUECKNER was having a pleasant 
stay and receiving some worthwhile briefings. He said that if there 
vras anything he could do for BRUECKNEi that he would be glad to oblige* 
BRUECKNER thanked Dulles for the fine reception he had been given* 
every. /he re and said that he vras most grateful for all that Mr. Dulles 
and his organization had already dons for him. 

Dulles said that he knew 3RUECKKER had come over to pave the 
\ray for the Chancellor, and remarked that he was having difaner vrith 
the Chancellor that night. 

BRUECKNER said that he was trying to mold his organization into . 
a workable group and that he hoped soon to have some organization which 
might compare favorably with the units he had seen in the states* 

Dulles pointed out that he of course v/as not responsible far any of the 
internal security of the country, but that his organization did work 
closely with the FBI. 

* He* a^ked how many persons wfere in BRUECKNER 1 s. group. BRUECKNER 
replied that thqy- numbered 180, having recently been" increased by 6p* 
BRTTKCKNET. stated that his work entailed protection of federal officials, 
but that his other work involved invest! nation of treason and high triasrin 
cases. v • . . 
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Dulles replied that he was ac quainted v/ith RKl*ECK?FER' s work arid 
asked v. r hkt the -present’ status of Qtto JOHN was.- BRUECI^i^f Replied that 
JOHN was* in - Jaal' in Heidelberg and that the date for has' trial had not 5 
as yet been set. Mrs. JOHN was trying to enlist aid for her husband in 
various quarters. Dulles asked if she was in Germany or England* 

Brue c kne r ^aid tha t s h e 1 went f rom one' plade to the ot h er . However, h e 
felt that jGiHN ■ was an immature person who Should never have been given a 
position of responsibility*. He added that when JIOHN v/as brought to trial, 
it was hoped* to have y.'olfgang ’..OHLGEIITH as one of the witnesses . 3RUECKN121 
said- that'- the' SG had .'letters vrhich ^HLGJHJTH had written to persons in the 
. V/est in which stated that HOHIUs version of his ’flight. East was 

wrong. According to the letters, JOHN v/as not drugged nor was he taken 
to .the East involuntarily. BRUECKNER believed that kOHLGillUTH would come 
Niest to testify; if he were sure that he would not be imprisoned. 

Diilles asked v/hat inf onnation BRUECIX^ had' on the v, -hereabouts and 
general activity of Schmi tt-Wit tmack . EKUKKNSR said that S-W was now 
with the Hand els kammer in -bast Berlin and doin£ very well for himself. 

. BRUECK^IER added that investigation on S-W indicated that he was a Commie 
as a youth but that there were no indications of Commie sjuipathies a3 
he matured. However, there was an indication that S-W needed money about 
one year before he defected, and BRUECKNER believes that it is possible
